Minister Johnson's Reeeption by Disracli—

FProgress of our Diplomnacy in Eoglamd,
Fromithe N. ¥, Heroid, *

Minister Reverdy Johngon, after enjoying a
very cordial and respectful recaption from the
Fuoglish people at Sonthampton uud in London,
bas had a personal interview with Framier
Digraeli in andienos at Hoghenden,  The tima
for the pregentation of the new envoy of the
United States to Qoesn Viotoria was arranged
on that oceasion, and there is little donbt but
that Mr, Jolngon read to the Lead of the
British Cabinet & rough draft of the address
which be intends to deliver to her Majesty,
and that Mr. Disraell intimated to enr repra-
gentative the tenor aud tone of the reply of
ihe Court, Tlis instant and satisfaotory pro-
gress, this talkiog over the situation in a
friendly way, is not ouly complimentary Lo the
American nation, but shows forth the estimats
which bas besn formed in Hogland of Mr,
Johnson's talent, probity, and oharacter as a
publiv man aud gentleman,

In the present aspect of onr relations with
Great Britain Mioister J«hnson is the “‘right
man in the right place,’ aud, being so, his
path bas been made vasy and Lis way clear to
the throne from the very commengsment. Oar
gpecial correspondent in London jotimates,
indeed, in his letter published in the Herald
yestorday, that bisiness of & very delicate and
interesting character bad bsen transacted
Petween the two slatesmen even before the

special meetivg at Hughenden, and that ths
troublesome and perplexing Court brescbes

on the constitution by throwing ofl their hinge
wigs of horee hair, and fonnd that they pos-
gessed just as muoch brains without them as
before, the Dritish prople wonld oowme to ba
regarded as a very “still-necked pgeneration’
glhionld they stand too rigidiy on an “old alo’ ¥
form of etignette with the mora juvenile
branch of the Anglo-Saixon race, 80 that Pre-
anier Digraali, who is not personally given so
anneh to the nse of “purple and fine linsn™ as
were wauy of his distivgnizhad sncestors, con-
gented to take the conrt breeches, shad-bellied
west, and gilt-llapped cdoat trom the “peg" in
oour oage and lay them “on the ghelf for a
next onstomer. Ouar Loodon correzpondant
azsures us that the matter has been disposed
of in sach an effuctual way that Minister John-
fon wmay, if he so chovse, uppear at Dackiog-
bam Palace in a shooting jacket—a step of
democratio revolutionism which we are quite
gertain will never enter his head,

It ig a great national privilege to enjoy the

The Elections in Yermont and Maine.
Fromthe N, Y. Times,

In thiz conutry where public opinion, inda-
pendently expressed, has so greal weight, the
importance of the elections to be soon held in
Vermont and Maine cannot be over-estimated,
In this respect Vermont has an extraordinary
advautage. Bhe fires the flrst cannon of the
campaign. A8 we have formerly shown, the
Kentucky elections were subject to counditions
which eutirely deprive them of value as an
jndication of public opinion. There is an
abrolute reign of terror in that Stale, growing
ont of the prejndice against Lotk negroes and
Union men, which deterred large numbers of
Republicans from voting, Dat for this fact,
the result of the election would not have dif-
fered substantially from that of 1506, It is
fortunate, then, that the (irst free expression
of popular opinion is to come from the Green
Mountain State, Through and throngh that
Btate is for Grant and Collax. Only let the
full vote be polled, and the Republican ma-
jority ought to reach, if it does not exceed,
that of 1500, which amounted to uearly
fwenty-three thousand.

No Republican should stay from the polls
because 1t 15 ouly a State election, and becaunse
it is impossible for the Democrats to win.
Let him remember that every vote loat by the
Republicans in SBeptember and October is g0
wuoch lost in the weight of public opinion on
the gide of General Grant, Vermont will
influence Maids, and the wave from thoss two
States will low over lowa, Indiana, Ohio and
Pennsylvania in October. Tha mowentam
and eilvot of that wave will be measured by
the Republican majorities given in these early
elections,

There i8 every reazon why Vermont and
Maine shonld waintain the positian Leld by
them In 1504, aud we belleve they will do it,
Let uo voter allow himself to be diverted by
the side issues which Demoorats are urgiog
50 strougly, becanse they dare not face the
one great question which is involved in the
campaign, The charges of financial corrap-
tion aud of heavy taxatiou ghould be harlad
back eguiust the assaillants. We are to take
the clleusive, aud not the defensive, Whan a
Republican voter is asked to account for reve-
pue frauds, let Lim reply that thess have
grown out of the quarrel between Congress
avd a refractery President—a quarrel which
was perpetnated by the attitnde of the Damo-
coratic party. It he is asked to accouunt
for the buorden of au immense national
debt, let him charge the razponsibility of
that burden opon the party whioch forced the
war aod mwade the debt g necsssity. I negro
gupremacy is thrown in his face let him deny
theé existence ol gnch an elsment in our poli-
tics, and point to the late Mississippl election
a8 the basis of his denial; and let bhim, more-
over, chiarge against his oppouents that thay,
by their fagtious opposition to an amendment
which left sufags to the States, mads the
negro vole a necessity of any possible restora
tion. If heis told that the Republican party
has been toany degros surrendered Lo saxtiroms
radioal leadersbip, let him deoy the surrendar,
and point to the nomivation of General Girant
for President as the surest indication of a liba-
ral and conservative polivy. Let him, more-
over, attack the Democrats on the grouud of
thely extreme polioy, £ hown bolh in their plat-
form apd thelr caudidates, as well as Lo Lhe
]}uh].l'.rhr'l Bpeed hes and letlers of their nowl-

Dearly a8 the Awerican paople loved peine
many of thewm feared that the war wonld end
too soon,  There were periods in the Rabeliion
when peace would have besn a greater ourse
than a score of battles fought on Northern
goil, aud the capture of a dozen Northern
cities, DBetter that the Rebel flag Lad osted
in 1863 over the old State House in Philadel
phia, whercin the first Covgress declared
Awerican independence, thao that the armis-
tice had been granted which the Dswmosratic
party urged and the Rebsl Government
desired. Iutter, far better, that the war
were raging now, with Grant still before ich.
mond, and Sherman at Atlants, than that
the peopls of the North bhad indorsed the
declaration of the Democratic party in 1564,
that the war was alailure, and compromise
with traitors & necessity., Peacs hath her
blessings, aud war, even in the noblest canse,
cannot be other than a glant evil; bat
false peace comes sometimes to a nation,
crowned with thorns and robed in shawe,
offering short reapite as the price of long
mizery, and perpetuating the strife which she
pretends to end. Bloodshed is not the worst
of evils. It is better that men shounld die
than that principles should be destroyed. Ior
guch reasons wany of us feared that peace
wonld come too soon, After Bull Run the
whole North repudiated the idea with indigoa-
tivn; the Union conld not treat with victo-
rious Rebellion. As the war grew older men
trusted that viotory would not come till =lav-
ery had been abolished. Long before May,
15606, the loyul men of the United States wers
resolved that the Rebellion should bs utterly
crushied, aud that the elemeuts of treagon
ehounld be extirpated. When Leo surrendsred
to Grant we thought that the Ruebellion was
ended.

Is it ended? No. From all parts of the
South and from mavy men in the North comes
the assnrance that the war tor the Unfon
ended too soon. Their voices tell us that Me-
Clellan's weary and costly delays were not
blunders; that Grant made an error when he
closed up the war in the Waest, and forced the
fighting 1n Virginia; that Sherman should have
waited at Atlanta, and delayed for another
year his trinmplant march to the sea, Those
magnificent combinations, by which the supa-
rior strength of the Unilon was hronght to bear
upon every point of resistance simultansonsly,
were falal mistakes. We are tanght every day
that the war shoull bave bueen judefinitely
prolonged; that the Rebellion should have

died in batile or led from the country; till its
armies had dwindled into bands of robbers;
till it had been driven into the woods aund
Ewamps, to starve and perish where the negro
had starved and perished in the days when
relellion was only an uplifted menace in that
jnenlting band which slavery shook in the
face of the republie.

(iemeral Rosecrans, the wnew Miniater to
Mexico, defers his departure until the seazon
is a little further advavced, prudently
avoiding exposure to the deadly climate of
Vera Crnz, while the dog-star shoots down
pestilence. While thus walting, he makes a
vigit to Bulphur Springs, the fashionable
watering place of Virginia, where some diz-
tingnished, and more undistingnizhed oitizens
ol the South are sojourning during the op-
pressive snmmer heat, A ciroumstance =0
patural, and seemingly so trivial, as this visit
of General Rosecrans to the Sulphur Sprogs,
Liag filled the air with ramors which maguoity
his vieit into the importance of & mission, The
newspapers are filled with accounts mors or
less imaginative, of a loug politival confurences
butween General Rosecrans and Geueral Lse,
of a political vonference not uite so long, but
of the same tenor, between General Rosecrans
and Alexander H. H, Stuart, another inil asntial
citizen of Virginia, and of a detention of
General Rosecrans for further political consul-
tations with other leadiog Southuerners with a
view to some gort of an addrers, to be signed
Ly the chief wmen of the Sonth, particularly
the officers ef the late Confederate army,
settivg forth their visws of the politioul
gituation,

These ramors are of little acconnt; and yet
they suggest o poaibility of useinloess which
ought not perhaps to bs entirely overlovked.
Such an address as has bean hiuted at, setting
forth, with the manly fraukoess which belongs
to the Sontkern character, whal consequencas
of the late unhappy war the Southern propie
do und what they do uot aocept, might bave a
bunelicial fvllaeves. It wonld help confute
the calumnpies which &re the chlef slactiopesr-
ing resource of the radivals. A few ludiscceost
expiessions, utterad by ons or two men who
formerly had some promioence in Southern
politics, are coustautly paraded in the radi-
cal press as expressing the deliberata views
of the South. Men like Governor Wise, who
has always been regarded as somewhat erratic
audl hair-braiued, or Mr. Toombs, who unever
weighs bis words bat blurts ont the most da-
fiant thipgs that occur to an ardent, hanghty
wind in heat of & public speach, caunol with
auy caudor be regavded as representiog the
gentiments of the Scouth. The mass of no
community is erratic or hot-hesded, How-
ever they may be amused by the vivacity of
that kind of men, their onwu sober views are
wore truly expressed by coolsr and more li‘l-.l-
prssionate speakers. Spouters who are quaint
aud extravagant vasily catch public attention,
sud when they make slips, their words are
caught at by political opponents, and unfairly
beld up as expressiog the gentiments of Lus
pirty with which they act. If the warm ex
pressions to which we allude do wol {43 we
are sure they cannot) represent the views of
the great wass of the Southern peopls, au
sutbioritative ¢ Xpo Hon of their actual 2eati-
wents wonld do good,

When, therefore, one
or two ern‘atic men Iu the South wvapor aboot
recoverivg the lost eanse, they talle gnite at
random, bpeither expressiug any intelligible
weanlog of their own, nor any expsotation of
the Southern peopls, Buch extravagancs is
Hfted into potien only by the oslumuoions use
wnde of it in the Northern presa.

IFsu boan address should be issued as is
bruited to be in praparation, il ooght to ba
natoeronely wlgued.  There shonld appoar
appended to 1L the names of amajority of the
most distingnished offioers on the Southern
Bide in the late war, and of tha ableat eivilians
who exert a controlling inflasnce ever Sonth-
ern publio opinfon. These wen ara com paten!
to speak for the Sonth, They understand the
Southern peopla too well to mistkie their
views; whatever pledges they glve will ba kapt
by the grest and chivalrous comumnuity who
recognize thelr leadership.

The most stupendons and absurd mistaks
ever mide by a party pretending to states-
manihip, was the attempt of the Rapublicans
to reorgauize the South witkoat the co.opara-
tion of the natural leaders of the people.
There are lifty men in the Sonth who con-
trol ite public opivion and {8 political
action. ‘They are men of character, of per-

content and turmoil, Sach men cannat be
deprived of iufluence. The public opinion
which they control iz a curreut to be rowsad
against if you attempt to force a poliey to
which they do not copsent, and espeoially il
you attempt to foree a policy by which they
ary ostracised and degraded.

When hostilities terminate batween (fov.
ernments forsign to each other, the transition
from war to peace is imwmediate and perfeot,
Armies are gafely disbanded, baganse each
Government is yecoguized as having power to
bind aud control its own puople. This gaves
a long and bordensome afterpisce of guasi-
Lostihities. When our civil war ended the
Confederate Government went out of existenoce;
but the clroumstances nevertheless admitted
ol the same complete settlement a8 o the caza

of a forelgn war, Nobody donbted that the

terms of surrender agresd to by Lea aud
Joumgonn would be [awhfally kept by the
Sonthern coldiers, These war worn veterans

were ready to fight or lay down their arms,
aceording 1o the judgment of *their trusted
commauders, CGrant sud Sherman would not
buve mede & more fatal, o wors preposterons
Llunder if they hed disdaived aud ignored
the Sputhern geuerals and attempled (o maka
peroe  withont them, than the Republican
party bas in disdaiving and ostracising the
Sunthern statesmen and politieal leaders, In
its vain and futile attempt to extinguish their
influence, it bas been obliged to keep up war
expenges in tme of peave; besn obliged to
uverspread the South with armies to saperin-
tend the erection of governments which will
fall to pleces i every State aa soon as military
protection Is withdrawn., No polioy can ba
permanently gnceessinl in which tha leaders
of Soutbern opinion do not co-operate.

The Damocratic party can
guarantes peaca—nol the penoe of the bayoast,
but of cons=nt and good-will—because the Da-
moeralie party ean pacify the Sputh throngh
the iuflnence of its leading men. Nobody
doubts this; bata grest many weak-minded
wen jn the North fear that the Southern
leaders will consent to mothing reasonabla,
Au nddress, sigued by the proper persons, set-
ting forth explicitly what the South is willing
to regard as settled against further disturb-
auce as the result of the Iate war, might allay
groundless apprehensions, and make the Da-
woerativ majority so large that everybody
wonld recognize the 'residential election as a
tiral gettlewent.
